“The Grove’’ is the natural park lying between the Necanicum River and the beach, in which are located the cottages 
occupied during the summer season by families seeking relief from the dust and grime of the city, to breathe the invigorating 
atmosphere of oid ocean, plunging into its brine, rollicking on the white beach sands, or roaming through primeval forests gathering 
wild berries and bouquets from Nature’s flower garden that seems to occupy all outdoors.

THE GRAVEL ROAD 


|G oe from the Necanicum River to 
the beach at Seaside, a distance of perhaps 

a quarter of a mile, are numerous gravel 
roadways crossing through the magnificent forest 
of tideland fir. The accompanying photogravure 
is of the road leading from the upper bridge and 
is characteristic of the picturesque charm of the 
place. Here the ebullitions of fond hearts may 
be mingled with the whisperings of the sea, while 
sunshine and shadows play peek-a-boo in the 
sylvan nooks on either side, inviting bowers that 
tempt the visitor to their repose. These gravel 
roads are a delight to the chauffeur or the whip, 
and are ideal paths for wheeling, all of these 
varieties of out-door pleasures being at command 
of worshippers who come to the surf-shrine. 
Smooth as asphalt, free from ruts or obstruction, 
these roads are much superior to those frequently 
encountered adjacent to more metropolitan cities.

NECANICUM srnunrur 


EAUTIFUL in name that falls with melody of legendary music upon the ear; but infinitely more beautiful in its silvery sheen 
B at low tide, when, mirror-like, its depths reflect the wealth of verdure clustering either bank, meeting in a giant arch of 
foliage above; or at high tide when the channel is deepened and widened most invitingly to acquatic sports. The Necanicum 
is the only streem where trout abound in fresh water within a quarter mile of the Pacific surf. Guests of Seaside caravansaries 
may cast their flies without leaving the premises. Whipping the stream for a single hour has been known to yield a splendid 
string that would ordinarily do credit to a whole day’s labor of a fortunate nimrod. There is no other resort where the visitor 
may choose between surf bathing, beach sands or trout fishing in a mountain stream. Crabs find their way into the river at high 
tide, only to be dipped up with nets and occupy an honored place in larders of residents. 

Conveniently situated at one of the bridges is the picturesque boathouse where serviceable rowboats are always available. 
No more charming recreation could be devised than an hour in one of these graceful shells, with a good oarsman directed by the 
caprice or fancy of some fair companion to a shadowy nook. 

Stately forests rise on either side of the river, reaching down on one side from mountain slopes and on the other extending 
to the white sands washed by flood and ebbing tides. Occasional openings mark the spots where the woodman’s axe has felled 
mighty giants of the tideland spruce to make room for cottage homes. Breaking in upon the calm of woodland and murmuring 
song of the sea that penetrates its recesses, comes the hum of machinery, for industry, too, prevails amid this realm of unalloyed 
attractions of sea and land. Hidden in the forest is a milling plant that manufactures all classes of lumber for commercial 
purposes, converting the latent wealth of the interior into products for building homes.

EFORE the end of the road is reached the excursionist looks from the parlor car window as the long train comes to a 
b standstill to catch a glimpse through the trees of a magnificent structure, suggestive to the fanciful mind of a palace in the 
Bavarian forests.
